ILHR 145.01 Active canning seasons. (1) The depart-
ment hereby determines that the outside limits of active canning
seasons for all employers engaged in the canning of fresh perish-
able fruits or vegetables in Wisconsin occur entirely between the
following specified dates each year:

(3) In determining the eligibility of any given employe under
s. 108.02 (5) (g) 22., Stats., the department deputy unders. 108.09,

Stats., shall in any contested claim and may in any claim deter-
mine between what dates (within the limits imposed by sub. (1)}
the active canning season or seasons actually occurred in the es-
tablishment in which the employe was employed.
